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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-2 and 7-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schneier 
(5768382). Schneier discloses a computer device and method teaching claimed system and 
method comprising claimed steps/features including a verification system (15:1 1-16:54, 17:43- 
63, 23:9-46, 27:28-28:44, 36:236-37:12, fig, 10-b, ref. 31, 35), a broadband gaming module such 
as communication over cable TV (7:8-37, 7:48-8:26, 9:13-16, figs. 1-4H), transactional system 
(36:26-37:12). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 
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Claims 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Schneier. As best understood, Schneier discloses a method and 
system comprising clamed features/steps (sic) including a second network device having a 
second protocol such as GPS or biometric data where the data would be communicated using 
internet protocol of mpeg for picture images of player. Schneier states communication over 
network including internet and thus inherently includes IP communications protocol as part of 
TCP/IP. Alternatively, it is unclear whether Schneier includes a second network device having a 
second protocol such as MPEG. By OFFICIAL NOTICE, MPEG is one of known protocol for 
transmission of picture image over internet and Schneier, as best understood, appears to include 
transmission of picture image of a players finger, face or other biometric over internet for 
verification of person playing game. Therefore, it would have been obvious to an artisan at a 
time prior to the invention to add a second network device having a second protocol and MPEG 
communications protocol to Schneier's method and system to communicate using conventional 
protocols as known so as to improve security and enhance transmission thereof 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Bradford, Lindo and O'Conner each disclose verification systems for games.
